CHURCH OF SCOTLAND 
APPEAL FOR FUNDS. 

Sum Of £1,000,000 
Required. 

A Tune Of Great Crisis. 

Rev J. S. Macnanghton, Perth, chief 
organiser or tho spetual appeal schema ot 
tb“ General Trustees of tho Church n 
Scotland addressing nnsmhers of Dtmkeld 
Presbyterv at their meotmg tO;day, said 
that tk* wa* a lime of tjreat crisis in the 
history of the Church. Tho whole future 
of the Church depended upon the response 
made to the appeal of the General Trustee 
and tho Btiiiport givan tnt»m in tho work 
they wore aoing- _ . , ... . . . , 

Rev, W. R. Rutledge, Ktrkmiohael. 
Moderator, was in the chair, and Mr Mao- 
naughton spoke at length on the duties and 
resnonsibiUties of tho General Trustees, who 
had boon colled to administer tbo Church 
of Scotland Property Act, 1925. 

Tie explained the nature of tlio work that 
was being done, and gavo an account of 
the work already performed. The Act prac¬ 
tically called upon the hentora of Scotland 
to pav over a sum of £1.000,000 towards tho 
repair of churches and manses, but the 
Trustees on their part remiirod to raise 
something like £60,000. The response to 
appeals made bv circulars amounted to 
£10.000. but it was felt that something hsd 
to bn done, so that a special appeal scheme 
was started. So far it bad been wonderfully 
successful. 

Since November when he undertook the 
management of the scheme, the sum of 
about £7000 had been raised. Wherever 
the whcino had been put [airly and squart-lv 
before the congregations, tlio response had 
been magnificent, and ho appealed to them 
all to give tho scheme a trial. 

Membership Increase. 

Rev. Thomas Milne. Lcthendy and Kin- 
loeh. Presbytery clerk, reporting on con¬ 
gregational statistics, stated that the total 
number of congregationnl member* was 
4604 as compared with 4565 in 1925. There 
were 111 elders against 103 th* prei 
year. The membership of tho church 
the number of nominees kept up well. 

The ordinary collections amounted to 
£1739 in comparison with £1351 the previous 
year. Tho increase waa due principally to 
Moulin, who had adopted tho freewill offer¬ 
ing scheme and whoso collections bad gono 
up from £277 to £71L 

Tho ordinary church-door collections had 
been trebled sinco 1893, and doubiod since 
tho year before tho war. Tho total dis¬ 
bursement* for church work and sohemes 
amounted to £3816 against almost £4772 
last year.

RELIGIOUS INSTRUCTION 
IN FIFE SCHOOLS. 

Wordy Battle At 
Authority Meeting. 

Headmaster’s Retiring 
Allowance Question. 

The study of the Bible anil religious iu- 
ruction i.i Fife school., nos ihe subject of 
animated discussion at (ho monthly meet¬ 
ing of Fife Education Authority at Kirk 
Cildv to-day. 

'The matter arose from a resolution which 
was forwarded to tho Authority from West 
Lothian Education Authority, inviting tin ir 
co-operation to secure a modification of I lie 
Education Act, 1918. in order that the study 
of tho Bible and its influences might be¬ 
come a mandatory eubject in all primary, 
intermediate and secondary schools, 
throughout Scotland, the modification to ho 
bjeet to a conscience clause to cover tho 
sc* ot parents who might object to such 
aching. 

Mr I salt moved that the resolution ho al¬ 
lowed to lio on the table. Ho advised hi* 
clerical colleagues to have nothing to do 
with this at this time. He thought tho 
question of religion should be left entirely 
free. 

The practirc in schools at present was that 
there was a pnriod lor religious instruction 
every day, and ho thought that that wa* 
sorvuig this purpose. If they tried to qnforcc 
or compel any further instruction they 
would at once raise objections. 

He thought they should refuse to bring 
this matter into prominence, at this time 
particularly. They would agree with him 
that if they tried to enforce any kind of 
denomination it would raise a big qnostion. 
He- had some very jpractical Christian social¬ 
ists in his area, who would like very much 
to teach their practical Christianity in tho 
schools. It was their practice, however, 
that tlio children in Fife schools should lie 
taught the simple religion of tboir fathers 
'The chairman, Rov. W. A. Hutchison, 
pointed out that the question before them 
was Bible study, not the teaching of de¬ 
nominational ism, 

Mr Isatt—What does Bible study mean? 
He had thought it was from Bible study 
that they got their denomination. 

Tho Chairman—No, no. 

Mr Isatt said he was very glad to know 
that. Ho had often wondered where they 
got thoir denominations. Now he knew. 

Rev. J. M. Hunter^ seconding, said he 
thought tho religious instruction was ” 
ciontly given at present. 

Thi* was agreed to.
